“North of the Aisne the attack

fended by the best troops of Ger-

: “In their first dash our soldiers cap- 
'tured the line indicated by the quarries

GERMANS REGAIN 
LITTLE GROUND. 


London, October 23.—-The Germans 
last night attacked one of the newly- 
captured British positions in Flanders 
and forced back the troops holding it, 
the war office announces. Elsewhere 
the British gains of yesterday have 
been maintained. 

The statement follows: 

“Rain fell again last night and the 
weather has been stormy and unset- 
tled. Early in the night the enemy at- 
tacked one of our new posts in the 
southern part of Houtholst forest, and 
forced the troops holding it, to fall 
back a short distance. On the re- 
mainder of the front our gains have 
been maintained and consolidated.” 

Field Marshal Haig’s report from the 
Flanders front tonight says: 

“In addition to the hostile attack 
reported in this morning's communique 
the enemy delivered two other counter 
attacks yesterday evening. In one 
case the enemy's troope attempted to 
advance all along the line of the 
Westroosbeke-Poelcappelle road, but 
when some 200 yards from our new po- 
sitions they were engaged by our in- 
fantry with rifles and machine gun 
fire and beaten off with loss. As the 
survivors endeavored to withdraw they 
were caught by our artillery barrage 
and again euffered heavily. 

“The second attack was delivered 
immediately north of the Ypres-Staden 
railway in considerable strength. Here 
also the enemy’s troops were met by 
rifle and machine gun fire and driven 


off. 

“Early this morning another hostile 
attack against our. positions in the 
Houtholst forest, northeast of Veld- 
hoek, was completely repulsed, pris- 
onerg being left in our hands. A leas 
powerful attack against one of the 
fortified farms captured by us yester- 
day southeast of Poelcapelle wag equal- 
ly unsuccessful. 

“During the day the artillery was ac- 
tive on both sides along the battle 
front in spite of the unfavorable 
weather.” 


ALLIES FAILED, 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, October 23.—(Via London.)— 


The objectives of the French and Brit- 
ish in yesterday’s attack in Flanders, 
according to orders which were found, 
were points from two to two and a half 
Kilometers . behind the German first 
lines, says today’s official communica- 
tion. The advance made in the region 
of Houtholst at the outside was about 
800 meters deep and 1,200 meters wide, 


according to the announcement, which | 


characterizes the engagement as hav- 
ing been successful for the Germans. 
At daybreak this morning an infantry 
battle began on the Aisne front, the 
French making strong attacks between 
the Ailette and Braye.

All the other portfolios in the Pain- 
leve cabinet remain unchanged. After 
leaving the Elysee palace where Pres- 
ident Poincare signed the decrees, Pre- 
mier Painleve visited M. Ribot. It is 
understood among members of the 
parliament that M. Ribot will take an 
early opportunity to explain to the 
senate his reasons for leaving the for- 
eign ministry. 

The decision to resign, which the 
cabinet reached yesterday, was arrived 
at during a meeting held at a late hour. 
Premier Painleve proceeded to the 
Elysee palace to inform President 
Poincare of the decision, while his 
colleagues awaited his return. 

Upon the president’s refusal to ac- 
cept the resignations, the ministers 
placed their portfolios in the hands of 
the premier to dispose of as he might 
find necessary. It was long past mid- 
night when the meeting broke up. 

The last sitting of the chambers of 
deputies did not tend to solidify the 
position of the cabinet, principally be- 
cause of the fact that Foreign Minister 
Ribot was regarded with hostility by 
several sections of the housé and the 
government felt that notwithstanding 
the great services M. Ribot had ren- 
dered he ought not to remain in the 
foreign office. Premier Painleve, it is 
understood, then asked M. Barthou to 
take the foreign portfolio. M. Ribot, 
however, considered that Friday’s vote 
the chamber made it the duty of 
each member of the cabinet to remain 
at his post, and accordingly he refused 
to resign.

PT OUT OF ACTION 


Kaiser’s Fleet Badly Crip- | 


pled by Russians in Fight- 
ing in Riga Gulf--Russians 
Lost Two Ships. 


Petrograd, Monday, October 22.—Two 
German dreadnaughts, one cruiser. 
twelve totpedo boats and one transport 
were put out of action by the Russians 
in the fighting around the islands in the 
Gulf of Riga last week, but their ul- 
timate fate is unknown, says an Offi- 
cial statement issued tonight by the 
RuSsian admiralty. It has been estab- 
lished that at least six German torpedo 
boats were sunk in the fighting. The 
Russians lost the battleship Slava and 
a large torpedo boat. 

Russian Official Report. 

The admiralty staff in its review of 
the fighting says.that the Russian 
units fought excellently against the 
superiority the Germans. The 
statement reads: 

“During October important enemy 
naval forces, together with transports, 
were sighted by our outposts in the 
Gulf of Riga. In Moon sound the ene- 
my seems to be clearing the water of 
obstructions which we laid down. There 
was no naval action during the day, 
but enemy submarines were discovered 
in the Gulf of Finland. 

“As the naval operations in the Baltic 
Isles have now ended, it is possible 
to review them. The task of our fleet 
in this region was, with the organized 
position of Moon sound as a base, to 
prevent enemy attempts to seize the 
Gulf of Riga and Moon sound. So long 
as the German fleet only employed in 
such an operation elements of minor 
importance as in 1915, namely, two 
dreadnaughts, our naval forces could 
cope with them, 

“In 1915, although our position in 
Moon sound was organized incomplete- 
ly, we repulsed successfully ~ all at- 
tacks and the enemy during three days’ 
possession of the Gulf of Riga suffered 
losses so grave that he was obliged 
to depart. A similar attempt in 1916 
With unimportant forces failed com- 
pletely.

LIBERTY LOAN DAY! 


Today has been officially designated 
“Liberty Loan Day” throughout the United 
States; and Atlanta is peculiarly fortunate 
in having as its guest the Hon. William G. 
McAdoo, secretary of the treasury, as the 
chief feature of the day’s celebration. 

Mr. McAdoo is one of the most conspic- 

yous personages in American public affairs 
at this time—a distinguished business mand, 
an able executive, whose broad grasp of 
public and international affairs, and whose 
ingenious handling of the nation’s finances 
for more than four years, has brought him 
world-wide renown. 

It goes without saying that Atlanta will 
rise to the fullest responsibilities of the 
hour in making this a day that will live in 
the city’s history. : 

Atlanta will not have discharged its full 
duty to the government unless it backs its 
expressed patriotism by action to the fullest 
measure in accordance with the purpose of 
Secretary McAdoo’s mission, and demon- 
strates record-breaking liberality in sub- 
scribing to the second Liberty Loan. 

Every citizen who can get within the 
range of Mr. McAdoo’s voice will, it is to be 
hoped, come out today, join in the demon- 
stration and heed his words; and every one 
having ability to buy a bond, or bonds, but 
fails to do so, fails also in his duty to himself 
as well as to his country. . 

The man who has money need not delude 
himself into thinking that if he does not put 
it into bonds that it isn’t going to be reached 
by the government, because it will be. 

The government simply offers him this 
opportunity to voluntarily help finance the 
war, and with profit to himself, when it, in 
effect, says to him: 

“Help us with your money—help us meet 
the exigencies of the situation—and we will 
pay you four cents in interest for every 
dollar you advance; and as security we will 
put back of your loan every square foot of 
ground in America and every dollar’s worth 
of every kind of property in this country. 
As the alternative, if you do not, we are 
going to conscript your dollars, just as we 
are conscripting our men, to stand between 
the force of German oppression and the 
freedom of our institutions.” 

The whole country has universally ac- 
cepted the theory that the conscription of 
men was the wise course for our country to 
' pursue. 

So will the.whole country, if need be, 
stand behind the conscription of dollars, if 
they are not voluntarily forthcoming. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels, tn an ad- 
dress before the Iroquois club of Chicago 
the other day, put the proposition squarely 
before the public in this epigrammatic ex- 
pression: 

“The only thing in America that is 
not fully mobilized is the dollar. The 
man power is there, the money power 


must be enlisted as fully and as en- 


sionally. - + »

NIGHT RIDERS AND THE LAW. 


The determination and spontaneity with | 
which the law-respecting and humane white | 


people of Houston and Crawford counties | 


have risen to the defense of negro citizens 
against a little gang of l@wless night riders 
indicates with refreshing clearness that the 
flogging of hapless blacks simply because 
they own or drive automobiles is going to be 
put to an abrupt stop. 

All reports indicate that those outrages 
were participated in by only a handful of 
outlaws—but even this was surprising, be 
cause Houston and Crawford are two of the 
best counties of Georgia. No wonder the 
good, law-abiding white citizenship of the 
two counties has taken the matter vigor- 
ously in hand, determined to put an end to 
such practices. , 

The worst “offense” charged against the 
negro victims of the little coterie of night 
riders was owning or driving motor vehicles; 
and for that, according to well-authenticated 
reports, several of them were dragged from 
their homes at night and lashed! 

If that sort of thing is tolerated or con- 
doned in Georgia we cannot blame the negro 
for leaving a state where such conduct goes 
unpunished. 

And while it is true that such acts of 
outlawry are not condoned by public sentt- 
ment, either in the communities in which 
they occur or by the state-at-large, it is 
nevertheless true that the very fact that 
they do occur is used to influence negroes 
to leave the cotton fields and other indus- 
tries in which their labor means so much to 
the state. 

It is fortunate that the handling of this 
situation is in capable hands. Judge H. A. 
Mathews and Solicitor General John P. 
Ross, in whose circuit the offenses were 
committed, are among the most fearless, 
able and upright court officials in Georgia; 
and their handling of this situation is going 
to be watched with keen interest by the 
entire state. 

One thing is certain: The offense is one 
that clearly involves an open and flagrant 
defiance of the federal constitution’s guar- 
antee that every citizen shall be protected in 
his property rights and in his lawful pur- 
suits. 

If the state authorities, under state law, 
falter or fail in upholding that guarantee, 
the federal authorities must see to it that 
such outrages are no longer permitted. 

In other words, if the state courts cannot 
stop such outrages, the federal courts will! 
Such high-handed intolerance cannot and 
will not be condoned. 


THE STATE BANKS! 


Announcement was made vesterday that 
the Central Bank and Trust corporation, at 
the head of which is Asa G. Candler, has ap 
plied for membership in the federal reserve 
bank system. 

This is the biggest state bank in Atlanta, 
and its action, taken concurrently with that 
of the Citizens and Southern Bank of 
vannah, the largest state bank in this part 
of the country, means that it is inevitable 
that there will be a general landslide of 
state banking institutions toward the federal 
reserve system in response to President 
Wilson’s recent appeal, thus putting it in 
the power of the government to more easily 
mobilize the financial resources of the 
country. 

With these two great institutions as key- 
stones in the arch of the state banking sys- 
tem now within the federal reserve system, 
all state banks must follow their example. 
To put it plainly, it will not be respectable 
to stay out! 

There is such a thing possible as a bank 
slacker as well a8 any other kind of slacker; 
and now, to the honor and glory of the state 
banks of Georgia, let it be said that not one 
of them will stand in the role of a slacker 
in this time of national stress, when the 
dictates of patriotism call every man and

ONE LUNGER RISES TO REMARK. 

“I am a near-TB cure, having made the 
fight in my own home (Michigan) under the 
direction of an up-to-the-minute physician. 
The stand you take on exercise and change of 
climate in such cases has been very gratify- 
ing to me because, when I was in the thick- 
est of the fray, well-meaning but uninformed 
friends persisted in urging me to go west 
and to exercise to keep up my strength. I 
hope they all read your talks. 

“Now may I ask if you accept the theory 
that TB infection occurs only in childhood, 
and when it develops in later life it is from 
infection within the system and not from 
without? If you do, and if you would ex- 
Plain the matter in your column, it seems to 
me it might counteract much of the ‘phthisio- 
Phobia’ which you mentioned in a_ recent 
talk.” 

There is a ietter which conveys a great 
lesson—in fact, ‘several lessons. Let us see 
what morals we can draw out of it for the 
benefit of other readers who may be auffer- 


ing with tuberculosis, or with phthisiophobia 
perhaps. 

“Having made the fight in my own home.” 
It is not at all necessary to leave home in 
order to arrest tuberculosis. 

“Under the direction of an up-to-the-min- 
ute physician.” The TB patient who attempts 
to manage his own treatment has about the 
biggest tvol in the world for a doctor. Not 
even poverty can be an excuse fur such a 
mistake, for medical care is to be had every- 
where, even if the patient has no funds, The 
health department of the city or state will 
supply medical care, if necessary. 

“Well-meaning but uninformed friends.” 
They are the only kind who will assume the 
fearful responsibility of advising a patient 
like that, in a matter of life and death. True 
friends will help in every way they can, but 
they never assume the responsibility of the 
physician, And the question of exercise and 
rest is one which no one under heaven can 
answer wisely but the attending physician 
who knows the condition of the patient and 
the condition of the lung. Exercise, as Dr. 
Otis remarks in his handbook on Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis, “More consumptives kill them- 
selves by taking too much exercise than in 
any other way.” 

As for the theory that the infection oc- 
curs in early childhood, and remains latent 
Or quiescent (in a lymph giand in the neck 
or deep in the chest or in the back of the 
abdominal cavity) until youth or early adult 
life, when it invades the lungs and produces 
incipient tuberculosis, that is the accepted 
Opinion today. But we know that over 90 
per cent of all individuals are so infected in 
childhood; and only a very few of these ever 
develop any sign of active tuberculosis, either 
in the lungs or in any other part of the body. 
Faulty hygiene, bad living conditions, foul 
air, lack of sunlight, denaturized food, pre- 
dispose to the lighting up of the infection. 
But super-infection, a reinforcement by new 
infection from careless or ignorant consump- 
tive, is probably the important factor in the 
lighting up of the old tubercular focus which 

ractically every mother’s son of us carries 
n his system.

Please tell me whether tuberculosis of 
the «pine is catching. The patient wears a 
brace, and fondles and kisses a baby not yet 
six months old, also other children two and 
four years old. 

ANSWIER—It is not catching. But no 
one has a right to kiss a baby, because al] 
sorts of troubles may be conveyed in kiss- 
ing—common “cold,” sore throat, even pneu- 
monia, regardless of the apparent health of 
the kisser.

Favorable Action Expected. 

The board of directors of the Trust 
Company of Georgia took up the ques- 
tion of making application for mem- 
bership in the Federal Reserve bank at 
a@ meeting Tuesday. The matter was 
not definitely decided upon, but was 
referred to the executive committee, 
which will meet Wednesday morning at 
10 o'clock. 

It is known that some of the offi- 
cers of the company are strongly in 
favot of joining the reserve system, 
and it is regarded as not improbable 
that the committee will act favorably. 

The Trust Company of Georgia has 
oeen doing a strictly trust company 
business for twenty-five years in At- 
lanta, and is the largest such institu- 
tion in the southeastern states. It has 
a capital, surplus and undivided profits 
of approximately $2,250,000.

Leonard Defeats Erne. 


British Destroyer Has Also 
Been Sunk in Col- 
lision. 


London, October 23.—The British 
merchant cruiser Orama has been tor- 


pedoed and sunk, it is announced of- 
ficially. A British destroyer has been 
sunk in a collision. Two officers and 
«-l men were saved from the destroy- 
er. No lives were lost on the Orama. 

The announcement follows: 

One of his majesty’s destroyers has 
been sunk as a result of a collision. 
Two officers and twenty-one men were 
6aved. 

“His majesty’s armed mercantile 
crulser Orama, Commander W. Moor- 
som, in command, was torpedoed and 
Sunk on _ Friday. There were no 
Casualties.” 


The Orama, 12,927 tons gross and 551 
feet long, was built in Glasgow in 1911. 
Before being taken over by the British 
admiralty she was operated by the 
Orient Steam Navigation company, of 
Glasgow. She was one of the small 
British squadron which in March of 
1915, off the Chilean island of Juan 
l“ernandez, sank the German cruiser 
Dresden, which escaped at the time the 
other vessels of the German Pacific 
squadron were destroyed by the Brit- 
ish in the battle off the Falkland Is- 
lands three months previously.

AGAIN STOCKS TEND 
10 LOWER LEVELS 


Professional Interests Dom- 
inate Market, and Reopen- 
ing of Rate Hearing for 
Eastern Roads Gave Tem- 
porary Encouragement. 


New York, October 23.—Professional 
interests again dominated the stock 
market today. Conflicting and shifting 
values found further reflection in the 
lower trend of prices. 

Sentiment was perceptibly encouraged 
at the outset by the news that the in- 
terstate commerce commission had de- 
cided to reopen the hearing of the east- 
ern railroads for higher freight ratea 
Shares of that particular division made 
early gains of 1 to 2 points, but shaded 
upon renewal of pressure elsewhere. 

Utilities as represented by local trac- 
tions and gas shares soon developed 
weaknesg at extreme recessions of 2 to 
4 points. This invited selling of more 
stable issues, equipments and the gen- 
eral group of war issues forfeiting 1 to 
3 point advances. In the last half of 
the session, when the list evinced some 
disposition to rally, prices received an- 
other sharp reversal under the lead of 
Union Pacific, which made a net decline 


of 2% points to 120%. Other rails 
moved in keeping and industrials sag- 
ged anew. 

United States Steel fluctuated be- 
tween 196 and 104%, finishing at 196, 
a net loss of the smallest fraction. 
Most of the other steels moved in the 
same narrow groove, likewise the more 
distinctive equipments and. related 
specialties. 

Metals were held back by the heavi- 
ness of Utah Copper, which lost all its 
recent recovery, but shippings indicated 
further accumulation, Marine preferred 
retaining the better part df its sub- 
stantial advance. 

Liberty $3%s featured the irregular 
bond market, on their steady absorption 
between 99.72 and 99.78.

Omaha, Neb., October 23.—The right 
of labor unions to combine: and to 
make use of the “peaceful picketing” 
to fight the “open shop” is- upheld in 
a decision rendered today by Judge 
Charles Leslie in the district court of 
Douglas county in a guit brought by 
Attorney General Reed, of Nebraska, to

course of business. 


The attorney general's suit was filed | 


under the “Junkin act” prohibiting 


combinations in restraint of trade, and 
was directed against the opposing par- 
ties ag co-defendants, charging each 
with conspiracy in violation of the act 
mentioned. 

Thé court held that “there can be 
no question that the unioms have the 
right to organize or combine for their 
protection and welfare. And _ their 
right to do things in furtherance of 
their aims, so far as they do not in- 
terfere with the rights of others, is 
clear. Unions not directly involved in 
a strike may decline, if they so desire, 
to work on jobs held by them to be 
‘unfair,’ and may approach non-unio® 
men with request to leave the work or 
to join the union, s0 long as they use 
no violence, make no threatsa nor em- 
ploy intimidation.” 

he right of employers to combine

As a Result of World War 


Kansas City, Mo., October 23.—Spe- 
cial.)—Writing in The Kansas City 
Star on “The Passing of the Cripple,” 
Theodore Roosevelt says: : 

“If men are alert, resotute and ener- 
Betic they can usually secure some 
compensation from any calamity. This 
dreadful war, attended by the killing 
and crippling of men on a scale hith- 
érto unknown, has brought as a com- 
pensation a determined move to do 
away with the cripple; that is, to cease 
the mere effort to keep a crippled man 
alive, and instead, to endeavor by re- 
constructive surgery to restore him to 
himself and the community as an eco- 
nomic asset. 

‘Surgeon General Gorgas and his as- 
sociates have worked out and are ready 
practically to test an organized system 
under which any seemingly’ cripple 
man is to be kept under the guidance 


—— 


of the medical branch of the army un- 
til either the usefulness of the dam- 
aged part has been restored or else 
until he has been trained in other 
ways sO as to enable him measurably 
to overcome the handicap. In almost 
every case something will be done to 
make the cripple less of a burden to 
himself and others and, in most cases, 
the army medical service confidential- 
ly believes the cripple will once more 
become a useful and therefore a happy 
citizen. 

“In all our special hospitals that are 
now being planned the curative work- 
shop as part of the plant. The effort 
is to be not only for the physical de- 
velopment and physical re-education 
of the wounded part, but also for any 
intellectual training necessary to pro- 
duce new forms of effective § ability 


ability. 

“The aim is not merely to save the 
life and then become a crippled pen- 
sioner who can be little but a burden 
on the community. It is to take care 
of the wounded man until the very best 
of which he is capable has been devel- 
oped so that when once more in the 
outside world he will be a real asset 
to the nation.
